MADE AT PUMPING STATION 


New Dam Completed and a New Clear Water Basin Is 


Ready for Concrete Work—Plentiful Supply of 


Water Is Assured By New Dam—Municipal 


Park and Play Ground Is Dream of Future. 


WATERWORKS PUMPING STATIOX. 


Showing excavation on the east, wli ere a concrete "clear water" basin 


will soon be constructed. 


NEW CONCRETE DAM 


Recently constructed near the waterworks pumping station, which guar- 


antees plentiful supply, of water at all times. 


The board of public service 
has 


been doing a great deal irom time to 
time to improve the 
water works 


pumping station, both in the way of 
equipment and in the appearance of 
its surroundings. 
When 
the 
new 


clear water basin is completed, 
the 


environment of the station will hard- 
ly be recognized. 


Up to this time the gates of the 


new city dam have not been closed, 
since the level reached in that event 
would allow about one and a half 
feet of water to cieep into the bot- 
tom of tile new basin, upon 
which 


work has only begun. 


With the water gates closed, 
the 


level of the water above the dam 
will ri&e about three feet, making a 
lagoon holding 
approximately 
six 


million gallons, with water backed 
up stream about 1700 feet 
before 


reaching its natural level. 


This body of water 
will 
cover 


about five acres and will have a vary- 
ing depth of from two to six and 
possibly eight feet. 
Sufficient water 


will bo contained in this lagoon to 
supply the city for three days with 
the stream perfectly dry. 


At the present time the flow 
of 


water in the north fork is the small- 
est it has ever boon. 
Yet it is esti- 


mated that more than six times tho 
amount of water needed by the city 
flows through the gates of the dam 
every day. 
The station uses about two and a 


half million gallons, while, in addi- 
tion to this, about fifteen million gal- 
lons llow o\er every 21 hours. Un- 
der pro-sent circumstances it is im- 
possible for drouth to affect the wa- 
ter supply. 


The new clear-water basin is 
a 


iniu-h needed improvement. 
The ad- 


dition of tho dam Has helped matters

journey to cover, having put 975 miles 
between himself and the Mound City. 
He is confident that tomorrow will find 
him in the metropolis. Granted favor- 
able flying conditions he 
hopes 
to 


make his record from Albany to New 
York one that will remain for a long 
time. He expects to follow the Hud- 
son river to the Bronx and then will 
follow Broadway. 
His 
great 
cross 


country flight is programmed to end 
at the old Sheepshead Bay race track. 


Syracuse, N. Y., Aug. 22.—Dark- 


ness forced 
Harry N. Atwood, the 


Boston aviator, who is flying from 
St. Louis to New York, to alight in 
an unexpected spot about five miles 
west of Syracuse last night. 


The aviator became lost with his 


aeroplane in attempting to fly from 
Lyons, N. Y., to Auburn, a distance 
of 25 miles. Atwood wandered about 
in the air for almost an hour late 
in the afternoon before he located' 
Auburn. 


After alighting there he reasceiul- 


ed in the hope of making Syracuse 
or Utica, but fearful, of again being 
lost, he descended when 
darkness 


overtook him. 


The delay caused a serious setbac** 


in the attempt which the aviator is 
making to break tho world's record 
in cross-country aeroplane flying. 


Detours From Course. 


Atwood ascended from Lyons with 


the purpose of flying in an air line 
!)S miles to Utica before night. Just 
after lie started he decided to detour 
from the course which he has follow- 
ed along the tracks of the New York 
Central railroad, and cut across coun- 
try to fiive the crowds at Auburn an 
o p p o i t u n i f y to see him. 
But later 


over the farm lands he lost his bear- 
ings and not wishing to alight, 
he 


kept circlim; around, hoping to pick 
out A u b u r n . 
Over villages and farm 


liou.ses ho wandered without avail. 


Meanwhile great uneasiness 
was 


felt as to his fate by thousands of 
people who waited in parks and on 
housetops to see him at Syracuse and 
Utioa.

His Most Exciting Time. 


"It was the most exciting experi- 


ence in the air I ever had." said At- 
wood. 
"After ascend'n-.- at Lyono I 


looked at the map and concluded I 
could find my way to Auburn where 
1 knew a lot of people would be dis- 
appointed if they iH.l not see 
the 


aeroplane. 
1 had gone 10 miles,per- 


haps, when away from the railroad 
tracks I was completely at a loss to 
know where Auburn was. 


"There was not A sign or a road 


or anything to indicate the direction. 
1 kept on going, sometimes rising to 
a high altitude in the hope of seeing 
the town from afar. 
The further I 


went the more confused I became. 
Soon my gasoline began to run low, 
and I knew if I landed out there 1 
would be miles from a new supply. 


"Finally I shot off in a tangent 


southward and in a short time, to 
my great joy, I beheld what I took 
to be the buildings of the AuRtrn 
penitentiary. 
A few minutes later 


I landed there. 
Th'e reason I did 


not leave Auburn sooner was that 
there were such crowds there without 
sufficient police protection that I had 
to fight the people back. 
Forced to Land. 


"I got. into the air again as soon 


as possible, determined

of Syracuse darkness overtook me. 
and I had to land.

by way of Syracuse and Utica."

1-illing and almost on the exact spo'c 
where the gun, with which the mur- 
der was committed, was found.

this testimony is unshaken, it will to- 
tally destroy the well planned 
nar- 


rative of the members of Paul Beat- 
tie's family that he was home in bed 
on the night of the killing. 
Detec- 


tives for the defense were confident 
today that they could absolutely nul- 
lify his alibi. 
With that much 
of 


Boattie's story broken down, the de- 
fense asserts that it will not be hard 
to attack his reliability and utterly 
destroy the effect of his tale of buy- 
ing the gun for his cousin. 


Chesterfield 
Courthouse, Vs., Aug. 


22.—The proceedings 
yesterday were 


marked by 
quick action and before 


court adjourned 12 jurors were 
se- 


lected, but four of these will be chal- 
lenged by the defense, and their places 
will be filled from a special venire of 
SO men summoned to appear Wednes- 
day, to which day court 
adjourned.

Viewpoint of the Poor. 


F I were a beggar," said the Candid Girl. 


"Which you will be," Interrupted Aunt severely," If you keep 


on with your extravagances." 
_^_ 
"As I was saying," went on the Candid Girl serenely, "If I were 


a beggar, I would have a much warmer feeling In my heart for the one who 
tucked in a flower or some candy or cake In the basket of food she brought 
me, than I would for the one who considered only oatmeal and beans. 
Candy or flowers might not be good for my soul, and they might not give 
me as much energy to do a washing as oatmeal; but they certainly would 
bring a satisfaction to the Inner spirit that oatmeal never could touch." 


"Rubbish," said Aunt. 
"When a person la hungry, he wants some- 


thing substantial." 


"Quite true. I'm not saying not to give the-substantial, but give a 


little of the insubstantial in addition. I'm not sure the message of a flower 
might not invigorate a washwoman's arm .Quite as much aa a mess of 
pottage." 


"Sentiment," sniffed Aunt. 
"And if I were a beggar, I would hate to be told that the reason I 


didn't work was because I was lazy; when the real reason was because I 
was so faint from hunger, I hadn't a grain of energy in me. Were you ever 
so faint from being hungry Aunt, that you could scarcely walk?" 


Aunt refused to answer so foolish a question. 
"I was once," went on the Candid Girl, "when we were camping and 


got lost. And I know now that when some of these poor people you get 
to work scarcely seem to move, It's not because they are lazy, but because 
they are weak from lack of food. Instead of making them work first and 
feeding them afterward when you see what they can do, I'd feed them 
first, and then they have a fair show to demonstrate what they can do. 
The stomach has an awful power over. one. hasn't It?" said the Candid 
Girl meditatively. 


Aunt sewed on. 
"And if I were real poor, and had to take In washing or something 


like that, I would hate to be lectured about keeping the house neat, and 
meriding the children's clothes and all that, when I was so dog-tired at 
night that all I could do was to drop down and sleep in order that I could 
work some more tomorrow. A woman who does that has a better idea of 
economic values than the one who wants her to do ten cents' worth of 
patching, and thereby lose fifty cents' worth of time." 


"You'd train people to be shiftless," said Aunt. 
"Not at all. I believe in patching, if possible. But when it is a grim 


hand-to-hand fight with starvation, the fighter should employ her time 
and strength most profitably. 
There's a limit to human endurance. She 


can't work all day and mend all night. Therefore, she had better do that 
which most surely keeps the wolf from poking his nose in at the door." 


"It seems to me that a good way to get a line on solving the problems 


of the poor," went on the Candid Girl, "would be to live like them for 
awhile, actually hungry and insufficiently clothed, and all that. 
We then 


could go to them with that fellow feeling that makes us wondrous kind. 
And the feeling of comradeship and fellowship helps the poor, in our help, 
quite as much as the food and clothing we bring them." 


But Aunt refused to be drawn into an argument. Was she not Presi- 


dent of the Relief Society of her church, and did she not know from actual 
experience what was the best way to help the poor?

Judge R. M. Dittey. chairman of the State Tax Commission, suid that 


statistics prove that the banks of the state have always borne a far greater 
proportion of the cost of government than any other single class of institu- 
tions, and in support of this statement cites the fact that railroads, trac- 
tion lines, electric lighting and gas companies, and almost 
every other 


form of large corporation had to be increased from 3 to 10 times before they
